President Eisenhower’s leadership 
over the mem bers of Congress is 
faltering and they are going their 
own way.

has cost him popular support and 
that, in any event, he is a "lam 
duck" who can’t run for re e le r

Consequently,

add, 
the 
lawm akers 
are 
following their 
traditional course under such cir­ 
cum stances They are falling into 
factions and allowing them selves 
to be pressed heavily by local and 
regional rather than national con­ 
cerns. 
It is said. too. that when they 
clim b a platform anywhere in the 
land they seldom nowadays both­ 
er to mention Mr 
Eisenhower’s 
nam e, having concluded there is 
no further political magic in it for 
them . 


This could be a ri*ky route to 
travel. 
To begin with, the newest
